Steckyards May Shut Down. 


0. T. Henkle, general] manager of 
the Union Stockyards company, was 
uithority for the statement that the 
picking houses would shut down un- 
cattle receipts increased within 
the next two or three days. 

“The receipts today were only be- 
ween 200 and 300 cars,” Mr. Henkle 
ai, “This compares very unfavor- 
ably with the usual arrival of between 
1800 and 2,000 cars. Unless receipts 
fick up the plants will undoubtedly 
close.

VLADIVOSTOK, April 5.— 
Japanese troops today occupied 
Vladivostok, after eight hours of 
severe fighting in all parts of the 
city. 

The Japanese imperial flag is 
flying in the place of the Russian 
ensign from all government build- 
ings. 


Arrest All Russians. 


Some of the officials of the revo- 
lutionary contingent have been ar- 
rested and deported. All Rus- 
sians have been disarmed. 

Throughout last night the Jap- 
anese fought with. rifles, machine 
guns, grenades, and small artillery 
in all portions of the city. 


Take Russians by Surprise. 

Their incessant firing met little 
opposition, as the Russians were 
taken by surprise, the Japanese 
moves toward occupation having 
been unexpected by the party in 
power. 

Many Russians escaped into the 
hill country “behind the city, 
whence they had come _ two 
months ago when the all Russian 
government of Admiral Kolchak 
fell before the attacks of a revo- 
lutionary party. 


Wait Until Yanks Leave. 


Farly today the Japanese 
launched their attack in the Co- 
rean quarter, which they occupied. 
Later they marched Corean and 
Russian prisoners, tied together 
with ropes, through many of the 
streets of the city. 

The last of the American ex- 

peditionary force under Brig. Gen. 
William S. Graves left Vladivo- 
stok April 1. A few hours sub- 
sequent to their depature a proc- 
lamation was posted throughout 
the city stating Japanese troops 
would not evacuate Siberia at the 
present time. 
The proclamation warned all in- 
habitants against any unfriendly 
attitude on the part of the Rus- 
sian population. The tenseness of 
the situation had increased hourly 
since that time until the clash 
today. 


Russian revolutionary forces took 
control of Viadivostok early in Feb- 
ruary after having-made a night raid 
upon the city. 

Recent advices from the far east 
have indicated the Japanese were con- 
centrating their forces along the Us- 
suri railroad north of Viadivigtok and 
the Chinese Eastern railroad in Man- 
churia. 


Allied Consuls Flee.

TOKIO, April 5.—The allied consuls 
in Viadivostok are beginning to arrive 
in Japan, fearing conditions following 
the American evacuation. They state 
the situation is fast becoming worse. 
The war office’s confirmation of the 
Japanese defeat at Nikolaevsk and the 
loss of 700 men has startied the nation. 
The press is demanding a definite an- 
nouncement of policy. 
The official gazette tomorrow will en- 
nounce that the primary object of the 
Japanese expedition was the relief of 
the Czechs. The statement presup- 
poses that the Japanese withdrawal 
will be simultaneous with the Czechs’, 
but the geographical position of the 
empire is different from the allied 
lands and immediate withdrawal is im- 
possible. 
The lawlessness of Siberia, the state 
rent will say, endangers Corea and 
Manchuria, while Japanese residents of 
Siberia are not guaranteed safety of 
life and property and therefore the 
Japanese will stay until a settled gov- 
ernment is established.

After reiterating that the govern- 
ment has no hostile designs towards 
Germany, desiring, on the contrary, 
the resumption of normal] relations 
with that country, and expressing 
realization of the difficult situation 
of the Berlin government, the note 


declares that the German government 
has given way to pressure by the mili- 
tarist party, “not fearing to infringe 
the imperative and most solemn stipu- 
lations of the Versailles treaty.” 

Troop Move Uncalled For. 
The note continues: 
“The sequence of facts follows: 
“The first request for 
for the entry of extra troops into 
the Ruhr district was made just after 
the insurgent movement by the mili- 
tary authorities on March 15.

VISIT CAUSES FURORE. 
[Chicage Tribune Foreign News Service.]} 
{By Special Cable.) 
SHANGHAI, March 30.—The visit of 


Thomas W. Lamont in connection with 


the new consortium has created a 
greater furore here than afiything 
since China entered the war. Mr. La- 
mont has had a steady stream ‘of vie- 
ftors, representing every political, 
financial, and personal group of all 
China. 

Despite Lamont’s optimistic report 
of his conferences at Tokio. it is be- 
lieved here that the greatest obstacle 
to the consortium will Be Japan's open 
or veiled opposition. Only the most 
optimistic see sincere codperation on 
the part of Japan in the scheme. 

On Monday the Lamont party will 
go to Peking.

NEEDS MORE NUTRIMENT. 

MRS. G. WRITES: “ Our baby boy is 
9 months old. I stopped breast feeding 
when he was 7: months old, because I 
was ill. Since then he has been losing 
weight. I now give him. the bottle, six 
feedings, eight ounces at a feeding. The 
formula is grade A; milk, 25 ounces; 
water, 23 ounces; eight teaspoons Dextri- 
maltose No. 1. I also give him broths, 
sweiback and hard bread. Would also 
like to ask you if it is necessary to 
take the cream off the milk before mak- 
ing up the feedings, as I am at present 


doing? ” 
REPLY. 
It is altogether probable that your baby is 
suffering for food, although you do not say 
how much broth and bread you are feeding. 
A baby 9 months old needs a richer formula 
than a mixture of practically equal parts of 
skim milk and water. Tweddell gives the 
following formula as proper for a 9 month 
old baby weighing 18 pounds: Whole milk, 
13% ounces; sugar, 4 ounce; boiled water, 
5% ounces; limewater, 1 ounce. Forty ounces 
for twenty-four hours’ feeding, divided into 
five feedings of eight ounces each. Try your 
baby on this mixture, keeping a little under 
the amount of milk specified. Give no other 
* food. If the baby prospers, give a small 
amount of cereal a little later. If cereal 
agrees one month later’ add some bread.

FLAILS LEGION “ OBJECTORS.” 

New York, April 5.—Wade H. Hayes, 
state commander of the American Legion, 
tonight made public a letter from Frank- 
lin D’Olier, national commander, attack- 
ing the position of legion officers who 
oppose the proposed adjustment com- 
pensation plan, in opposition to the 
wishes of veterans they represent. 

“You are absolutely right when you 
refer to the fact that all officers of the 
American Legion—national, state, and 
post—must, irrespective of their personal 
opinions, represent the expressed opinion 
of the membership whom they happen to 
represent,” read the letter. 

‘I must confess I have not a great deal 
of patience with the new type of ‘ con- 
scientious objector,’ who feels his re- 
sponsibility of leadership to such an ex- 
tent that he is stating what he personally 
believes his membership ought to do and 
ought to think rather than what they 
| really do think and do desire.” 


SHOULD CLAIM COMPENSATION. 
Hammond, Ind., April 2.—[Friend of 
the Soldier.]—A family I have in mind 
had a boy in the service who neglected 
to take out the government insurance. 
He was not kilfed in battle, but died of 
pneumonia while in France. His people 
are in straitened circumstances and 
should receive help from the govern- 
ment, I think. Would the government 
do anything in this case? The parents 
are getting along In years and would 
certainly appreciate aid. 
The war risk insurance act of Oct. 6, 1917, 
provides compensation for dependents in case 
of death exclusive of insurance and regard- 
less of whether or not the man in the serv- 
ice held insurance. The parente of the man 
should apply for this compensation to the 
compensation section, bureau of war risk 
insurance, Washington, D. C. In so doing 
the application should give the full name 
of the soldier, his army serial number, date 
of enlistment, rank and organization, date 
of death, and the name and address of the 
nerson or persons dependent on him.

Chicago, April 5.—[{To the Friend of 
the People.}—Vwill you kindly inform me 
what is.the “rule 31 of general order 
No. 20 of the public utilities commission 
of Illinois,” adopted Sept. 24, 1914? 

DE CONSTANT. 

Answering the inquiry of James de Con- 
stant under date of March 25, Rule 31 of 
general order No. 20 of the public utilities 
commission of IDlinois provides that any 
electric light or power company “ shall upon 
! written request for service by a prospective 
‘consumer, or a group of prospective con- 
sumers located in the same néighborhood, 
make free of charge a line, extension neces- 
sary to give service and furnish free service 
connection; provided, that such line extension 
does not require more than twice as many 
poles at standard spacing as there are in-

extensions above the free limit on payment 
of a deposit by the applicant to cover the 
cost, and p bes the method of refunding 
this deposit as additional consumers are later 
served by this extension.

He opened offices in San Francisco, 
New York, and London, visiting all 
points annually, and until the war 
broke out in 1914 he was employed as 
an administrator and advisory expert 
in concerns in Corea, India, China, Rus- 
sia, Mexico, Alaska, and the United 
States. At the time these concerns 
were employing 150,000 men. 


His Work in War. 


In August, 1914, Hoover was in Lon- 
don when the war broke out. Ameri- 
can tourists fleeing from Europe were 
stranded, and Hoover organized the 
work of getting the American. refu- 
gees home. Then came the Belgian 


relief commission, which grew until it 


was distributing a ration to 10,000,000 
people at a cost of $17,000,000 a month, 
with a fleet of 70 cargo ships and a 
force of 125,000 employés. 


Then came America’s entry into the | 


war and the summoning of Hoover by 
President Wilson to be food adminis- 
trator. After the armistice Hoover 
went to Paris as administrator of the 
$100,000,000 fund for revictualing the 
war ravaged cofintries and as a mem- 
ber of the supreme economic council 
of the allies. He is still directing the 
American relief administration chil- 
dren’s fund, which is feeding 2,500,000 
children in southwest Europe. 

Like Balfour, he gets mental relaxa- 
tion through blood and thunder detec- 
tive stories, and for exercise he likes 
to stretch his legs in long walks late 
at night with a bag of peanuts in his 
pocket.

| CITY GARDENS 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


Time spent in preparation of garden 


| should be plowed or spaded at least six 
or eight inches deep. A garden should 
be plowed deeper than for ordinary 
field crops. In some cases it is advis- 
able to stir the subsoil, as it improves 
the drainage. 

If the surface soil is so dry and hard 
it cannot be plowed or spaded easily a 
pick should be used and the ground 
broken to a depth of ten inches. Soil 
of this kind will need plenty of ma- 
nure to bring it into condition. A plot 
20x50 would need about one ton of 
stable manure. 

Manure should be applied in the fall. 
If applied in the spring it should be 
covered carefully deep enough to pre- 
vent it from being pulled out when 
the ground is being worked With a har- 
row or rake, unless it is well rotted 


the spring must be spaded under. It 
is a good plan to dig a trench on one 
side of the plot, place a few inches of 
manure in it, and turn the soil from 
the second trench into the first one. 
This operation may be continued. until 
the whole garden has been spaded and 
the manure covered. 

The next step is to pulverize and

The voices are the singing voices , 


of the Scandinavian with the tang and 
freshness that s® often distinguish 
such. And these voices are admirably 
trained. They are true as a bell and 
they respond with the same certainty, 
exactness and clarity. The tone is 
capable of finest gradations ranging 
from ring:ng forte to an exquisitely 
soft piano, and the soft tone is ever 
just as pure, just as true as is the 
loud. The voices blend perfectly thus 
making the tonal mass invariably a 
delight. 


Musically and interpretatively, too, 
the choir stands on.high level. The 
diction is such that every word is 
clearly anG easily intelligible, and in 
the handling of either massed har- 
monies or in the weaving of polyphonic 
lines the singers do exceptional work.

Tribune Cook Book 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
Planting and Cooking Chay¢te. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal.—[Special cor- 
respondence.]—There are a goodly 
number of foods besides grapes and 
beans which may be grown arborwise. 
A Los Angeles seed catalogue I have 
been joyfully studying tells how to 
grow and cook the chayote, a box of 
which I saw already sprouted. Freez- 
ing the sprout does no harm. It will 
sprout again. The whole vegetable is 
put into the ground slantingly, with 
the big ends down and sprouting a 
bit of small end exposed. 

We have had this vegetable in our 
own stores by the bushel, but only 
for a season or two. Here it is used 


from October to March. It will grow 
with us, for “The vine is a rampant 
grower. The first year from seed it 
will grow twenty to thirty feet. Des- 
troyed to the ground by frost, it 
will soon send out new growth, and 


vines forty or fifty feet in every direc- 
tion. During September it starts 
blooming, having a small, white, insig- 
nificant flower. Within four weeks the 
fruit is large enough qor the table. 
One vine if properly treilised will pro- 
duce more than one thousand fruit.” 

Here are some of the ways given 
for cooking this vegetable: “ parboil, 
chop, and casserole with tomato, onion, 
and green peppers. Fry as egg plant. 
Prepare a% .3ummer squash. Use 
small .ones, without peeling, boil un- 
til tender, cut in half, put a small 
lump of butter, a little sugar, salt, and 
pepper on each one. Put in oven a 
few minutes. 


“For larger ones, peel and cut into} 


cubes and boil; when done, drain, add 
butter and season, and fry in pan. Let 
simmer until butter browns. Just 
before serving put-.a tablespoon of 
vinegar one them. 

“Parboil young ones and serve as 
salad with mayonnaise dressing or 
with boiled dinner.” 

Other recipes given are for chayote 
cooked Spanish style, also breaded 
for a chayote pudding, and for cooking 
with lemon, make fine “apple”

“Con Con.” 


Representatives of union labor will 
appear before the constitutional con- 
vention at Springfield tomorrow to ad- 
vocate provisions safeguarding the 
right-of labor to strike without hin- 
drance through injunction or compul- 
sury arbitration, Victor C. Olander, sec- 
retary of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor, said yesterday. 

“Owing to the use of injunctions 
by the government during the coal 
“rike and the legislation passed in 
ansas, which takes from the worker 

*e right to strike, we have found it 
-scessary to ask that a section be in- 
<luded in the basic law of the state 
which will make such occurrences im- 

_ possible in future,” Mr. Olander stated. 
Send Strongest Speakers. 

“We are sending to Springfield the 

strongest speakers we can find, headed 


by Andrew Furuseth, president of the‘ 


International Seamen’s union, and, 
Matthew Woll, president of the Inter- 
national Photo Engravers, who will 
represent Samuel Gompers and the 
executive committee of the American 
Federation of Labor. 
“These men will present the case of 
labor to the convention, and they will 
have the backing of every union man 
in the state in their efforts to assure 
labor unions the future they deserve.” 


Will Not Fight for I. and R. 


Mr. Olander said that while labor 
was interested in other issues before 
the convention, such as the initiative 
and referendum propositions, that no 
fight would be made in favor of them, 
as they preferred to concentrate all 
their strength on proposition 232, 
which gives labor the right to organ- 
ize and strike without interference 
through injunction. They will also 
protest against the abolition of exist- 
ing state boards of mediation and plac- 
ing matters in dispute before judicial 
officers.
